Salt-Free Diet Has 
Streets A Mess 
Following Storm 


Andover drivers who had to negotiate 
the snow-clogged streets after last Fri- 
day’s blizzard can blame their bruised 
shock absorbers on environmental con- 
servation. 

According to Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony, it was the town’s conservative 
touch with salt—coupled with an initial 
confusion about the nature of Friday’s 
storm—that made the going rougher 
than usual this week on roads beyond 
Route 28. 

In previous years, said Mahony, the 
state and the town used to salt roads at 
the outset of any major storm. The 
chemical melted the first layers of snow 
and ice, making its removal by plow rel- 
atively easy even after significant 
amounts of the white stuff had fallen. 

Recently, however, salting has fallen 
into disfavor. Wells in some New En- 
gland communities have been rendered 
unusable by sodium contamination, 
which is linked with the use of road salt. 
The Division of Water Supply of the state 
Department of Environmental Quality 
Engineering has been working to encour- 
age local communities to reduce winter 
chemical use. 

Accordingly, Andover has cut back on 
salt usage this year. ‘It has an effect on 
the water table, on the grass, even on the 
birds—you see them at the side of the 
road, eating the salt,’’ said Mahony. 
“It’s just not a real good procedure. We 
try to use more sand and abrasives.”’ 

Friday, however, Mahony conceded, 
sand didn’t do the job. ‘“‘We were out at 
the beginning of the storm,” he said. 
‘All of our contractors were out, and all 
of our trucks.”’ The turnout among town 
public works staff was “‘better than nor- 
mal,”’ he said. 

Their efforts were thwarted by the 
heavy snow—which was a far cry from, 
and could not be treated in the same way 
as, the dry snowfall that had been pre- 
dicted. “If we had known the nature of

the storm,”’ Mahony said, ‘we would 
probably have used salt.” 

When it was noted that the snow was 
packing on the roads, the town leased 
graders to remove it. But—to frustrated 
drivers, at least—the efforts seemed a 
case of too little, too late. As late as Mon- 
day, in spite of continued plowing, back 
roads were barely passable—and such 
major two-lane highways as Route 133 
were still badly pocked and coated. 


“IT was a bit embarrassed for Bob 
(Public Works Director McQuade) and 
the crew,’”’ said Mahony. ‘“‘They worked 
long, hard hours, and they havea reputa- 
tion for doing a good job.” 


By Tuesday, said the town manager, 
the crew was using salt in its road mix 
Whether, in the final analysis, they used 
less for the storm than they would have if 
they had salted the roads at the outset, 
he did not know. 


Roads were not the only public sys- 
tems in Andover to fall victim to the un- 
expected quality of Friday’s storm. The 
weight of the snow broke power lines, 
creating isolated power outages, and 
snapped large branches from trees along 
the town’s roadways.

Three exhibitions shown concurrently Jan- 
uary 9-March 1 introduce a new year at the Ad- 
dison Gallery of American Art on the Phillips 
Academy Andover campus. An opening recep- 
tion will be held Friday, Jan. 9, from 7 p.m. to 9 
p.m. The reception and exhibitions are open to 
the public free of charge. 

A 20-year retrospective exhibition of paint- 
ings, prints and drawings by Sam Cady opens at 
the Addison Gallery of American Art on Friday, 
Jan. 9. The exhibition includes works made be- 
tween 1966 and 1986 and traces the artist’s devel- 
opment from the small, traditionally formulated 
paintings of the late 60s through the shaped can- 
vases which have been shown regularly at the 
Holly Solomon Gallery, New York City, to the 
most recent large scale rectangular iceberg 
landscapes. 

Cady’s work has cyclically alternated be- 
tween two distinct modalities. In the first man- 
ner, manmade objects are presented in a 
traditional, rectangular, pictorial environment 
equivalent to a real natural environment. Thus, 
a suburban house is contexted in a suburban 
setting. While ostensibly real, however, these 
works reflect a quality of suspended time and 
space paradoxically coupled with an absolute 
specificity of being. This undecipherable dis- 
crepancy augers the status of the mythic in the 
ordinary middle American cultural objects 
which Cady isolates and presents. 

In the second manner, the artist removes the 
environmental surrounding and presents the ob- 
jects out of context as cut-outs. Eerily, a trompe 
l’oeuil kayak floats off the wall, a traffic island 
with small, central shrub hangs like a dream 
object in space. Without the illusionistic con- 
tainer of the rectilinear canvas, these shaped 


canvases grope for the interface between paint- 
ing space and real space. 

The most recent works in the Cady exhibition 
return to the rectangular format of the early 
works and suggest, for this artist, that the possi- 
bility of defining that which lies between paint- 
ing and sculpture is still ripe for investigation. 

In conjunction with the Headmaster’s Sympo- 
sium for Phillips Academy seniors entitled 
“Communities in Transition: Africa Faces the 
Future,’’ a special exhibition of African sculp- 
ture from the collection of the National Center of 
Afro-American Artists, Inc., Boston, opens Fri- 
day, Jan. 9, and will be shown through March 1. 

Works range from a full-size Mossi mask and 
dance costume from Upper Volta to small and 
exquisitely modeled seated figures from Ashan- 
ti, Ghana. Other items include a Dogon granary 
door from Mali, masks from Mali, Sierra Leone 
and Liberia and an especially unusual 19th cen- 
tury Ekoi female figure with child on back. 

The third exhibition, Genovese Graphics: Silk- 
screen Prints 1980-87, is a review of the work of 
eight artists published by Genovese Graphics 
which was established in 1978 by Camellia Sulli- 
van and Joanne Stella. The exhibition features 

the work of Fred Faudie, Sarah Supplee, Jere- 
my Gilbert-Rolfe, Max Gimblett, Jake Gross- 
berg, James Hayward, David Sullivan and Alan 
Uglow. 

The Addision Gallery will exhibit Faudie’s 
silkscreen prints. His paintings and drawings 
have been shown widely in the United States in 
one-man and group exhibitions featuring realist, 
representational and sensual art. 

Supplee, a resident of Lowell, was the recipi- 
ent of the Massachusetts Artists Fellowship in 
1980. Her silkscreen prints were shown with

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To Discuss Andover Religion

The bustling suburban community of Andover also hap- 
pens to be one of the oldest towns in the United States. 
Because of that special status, Andover has gotten close 
attention from scholars interested in American culture 
and history. 

On Wednesday, Jan. 14, at 8 p.m. the Andover Historical 
Society will present Dr. Richard Shiels, assistant profes- 
sor at Ohio State University, in an hour-long discussion of 
Andover during the great religious revival that swept 
through the country in the early 19th century. 

Dr. Shiels will use Andover examples of religion in 
American life at that time. Some of his themes include the 
development of church and voluntary societies and the 
evangelical movement. He is especially interested in the 
role of women and the impact of religion upon families. 

Dr. Shiels earned a master’s degree from Yale Divinity 
School and his doctorate in the American Studies program 
at Boston University. His discussion, which will include a 
question-and-answer session, is part of the society’s cur- 
rent focus on religious life in Andover. An exhibit on that 
topic is on view at the society’s headquarter’s, the Amos 


Blanchard House, 97 Main St. 

The exhibit displays objects which represent 16 Andover 
religious organizations. “‘Religious Life in Andover’ was 
inspired by South Church’s 275th anniversary and illus- 
trates architectural fragments from their third meeting- 
house as well as a 1790 hymnal. 

Examples of other articles loaned are a prayer shawl 
from Temple Emanuel, a flaming chalice from the Uni- 
tarian-Universalist Church and Abraham Marland’s 
mother’s prayer book from Christ Church. Communion 
sets and church quilts adorn the exhibit gallery along with 
a dressing gown owned by Rev. Samuel Cram Jackson, 
West Parish pastor from 1827 to 1850. These are only a few 
- the many loans and donations that comprise the exhib- 
it. 

Admission to the lecture is free to members. The snow- 
date will be January 15. Regular hours to view the exhibit 
are Monday through Friday from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. and 
Sundays from 2 p.m. to 4 p.m. For more information, call 
the society office. 


Center Celebrates Anniversary 


The Bon Secours Hospital Cochlear Implant 
Center celebrated its first anniversary Decem- 
ber 30. In its first full year, the center was one of 
the most active in the country, performing sev- 
en implants. 

“This has been a very exciting year,” said 
Fred G. Arrigg, Jr., of Andover, otologist at the 
center. ‘‘We have had an overwhelming re- 
sponse from the hearing impaired community in 
Massachusetts and New Hampshire. Among the 
patients receiving implants at Bon Secours Hos- 
pital were a man in his 20s who lost his hearing 
due to a motorcycle accident, an active women 
in her 30s who had been deaf since age three and 
several persons in their 50s and 60s who had lost 
their hearing over many years.” 

The cochlear implant (CI) is a state-of-the-art 
22 channel device that allows some totally deaf 
individuals to hear again by putting a small 
amount of electrical current, which the brain 
interprets as sound, within the cochlear of the 
inner ear. 

‘“‘We have been extremely encouraged by the 
success of the implants to date. Our patients are 
pleased that their lip-reading and general com- 
munication skills are so much easier with the 
implant. Along with the surgery, our patients 
undergo an extensivee rehabilitation program,” 
explains Martha Drummond, chief audiologist 
at the Cochlear Implant Center. ‘‘Although hear- 
ing levels are not normal, all implants have 
helped patients hear sounds that they have not 
heard for many years. Several of our patients 
have gained the ability to understand actual 
words and, with practice, use the telephone to a 
limited degree.”’ 

Several persons are currently involved in the 
pretesting process prior to being accepted for

resident for 17 years, is an English instructor 
and head of Northeastern University’s Alterna- 
tive Freshman Year Program in Boston. Dick, 
as he is known to the congregation, received his 
undergraduate degree from Bucknell in Penn- 
sylvania, where he majored in psychology, phi- 
losophy and religion.

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: Several Conditions Placed On 
Dundee Park Housing Units 


By Karen L. Day 


The Zoning Board of Appeals has voted 
in favor of the comprehensive permit pe- 
tition by Jordan Burgess of the Dundee 
Office Park and Philip Singleton of Char- 
ing Cross Corporation to build 88 condo- 
minium units adjacent to the Dundee 
Office Park. 


Although the board has yet to file the 
written decision, there are seven tenta- 


_ tive conditions under which the board 


has unanimously approved the project, 
said board member Jane Griswold. 


In addition to meeting the conditions of 
the decision, the proposal must come be- 
fore the Conservation Commission due to 
the proximity of the buildings to Rogers 
Brook. : 


According to Griswold, the board has 
decided that the developers must offer 40 
percent of the units, rather than the state 
required 30 percent, as low to moderate 
units. These units are sold below the 


market rate, according to state pricing 
guidelines, to individuals or families 
within preset income guidelines. 

A primary access that meets the needs 
of the property must be constructed. The 
board did not find the two possible rights 
of way proposed to be acceptable in 
meeting traffic and safety needs. This 
may require the developer to negotiate 
with abuttors for use of land as an access 
route. > - 

Two individual parking spaces, which 
will not be shared, must be allotted for 
each unit, whether it be a luxury or “‘af- 
fordable’’ unit. In addition, there must 
be a number of parking spaces allotted 
for visitgrs. 

A landscaping and site plan must be 
submitted to show that there will be visu- 
al buffers installed between the railroad 
tracks and the units and between the 
parking for the housing development and 
the office park buildings. 


The board also requires that there be a 
play area for small children in addition 
to an area for older children. It was sug- 
gested that there be a basketball court 
installed for the older children who may 
live in the development. 


Height of the buildings is restricted so 
that neither of the two buildings can ex- 
ceed the height on plans already sub- 
mitted to the board. 


The final condition placed on the devel- 
oper is to insure that the residents of the 
“‘affordable”’ units have a fair say in the 
condominium association. The board in- 
cluded this condition to avoid those with 
higher value units having a larger num- 
ber of votes per unit. The intent is to en- 
able ‘‘affordable’’ unit residents to get 
their building maintained and make sure 
that they will not have to pay for im- 
provements that will benefit only the res- 
idents of the luxury building. 

The official decision is expected later 


this month after the board confers with 
legal council in its preparation. 

When contacted, Burgess declined to 
comment since he has received no com- 
munication from the board as yet. “I 
don’t like to comment on anything that I 
don’t know as fact,” he stated, adding 
that once he receives the official deci- 
sion, he and the rest of the devlopment 
team will investigate the impact of any 
conditions that may be imposed by the 
board and will make every effort to meet 
those conditions. 

When conditions are imposed on appro- 
val of a comprehensive permit, the de- 
veloper may appeal to the Housing 
Appeals Committee in the Department of 
Community Affairs if he feels that the 
conditions would cause the construction 
or operation of the development to be- 
come uneconomic. After that, if anyone 
chooses to appeal the case further, the 
case would go before the Superior Court.

Mourning The Loss 


Of The Andover 
Trash Bag

A few days ago, one of my co-workers told me 
of an experience she’d had in a local grocery 
store. It concerned a product that has, for some 
time, commanded center stage in this town: the 
“Keep Andover Clean”’ trash bag. 

As you may or may not know, the town 
canceled its longstanding contract for its 
famous personalized plastic bags late last year. 
By now, there are few to be found on any local 
grocery shelf. 

Helen found that her favorite supermarket 
had run out. For good. 

So, she did what she had to do. Cut adrift— 
damned to freedom—she wandered back up the 
trash bag aisle. 

Bonanza. 

Trash bags of all sizes and descriptions leered 
at her from the shelves. Thin bags. Thick bags. 
Bags in greens and blacks and yellows. On 
brands; off-brands. One mil; two mil; three mil. 

Some were even perfumed. 

There were bags with little wire twisty clos- 
ers. There were bags that tie shut with their own 
handles. There were bags with tiny plastic belt 
hitches. 

“T spent hours in that aisle, trying to figure 
out how big my trash barrel is,”’ she said. “‘Not 
to mention, trying to figure out the difference in 
thicknesses.” 

I shook my head in sympathy. She had found, 
as I had, that you don’t know until too late how 
thoroughly an Andover trash bag can influence 
your life. 

My own suffering has been even more 
profound. 

When I had Andover trash bags, I had an iden- 
tity. I had my own statement—something no one 
in North Andover or Lawrence or even 
Wellesley could claim. I had leisure time to 
spare. I had confidence—the self-assurance that 
comes of knowing that I could drag my offal to 
m+ ring without disaster because my bags were 


Then the bags disappeared. 
Life as I knew it fell apart. 
I lost my individuality. 


Stricken, I spent my leisure time browsing the 
aisle, like Helen. Measuring. Staring at labels. 
Searching for the perfect weight; the perfect 
color; the perfect heft. 


Gone is my cavalier air of self-assurance. I 
now hitch each bag out to the curb, hesitant, 
both arms cupped beneath the bottom. I hover 
over my dubious cache, shielding it from attack- 
ing cats and prowling squirrels. 


I have come to realize that I owe the terrifying 
state of disorganization with which I have been 
living these past few months—not to the painters 
and paperers, not to the beds in my hallway; 
not, even, to the toilet in my dining room—but to 
the trash bag situation. 


You see, the upheaval fomented by my loss 
has penetrated the fabric of my life. It has per- 
meated the very fiber of my being. I have not 
been this disoriented since I left the Army—and 
had to choose my own insurance plan. 

But I have decided to fight for my life. I will 
take action. I will do the only thing a respectable 
person can do, under the circumstances. 

I will sue the town.

Regrettable Decisions 


The deplorable conditions of Andover roads 
following Friday’s storm is being blamed on 
environmental impact - - namely refraining from 
the use of salt on roads at the storm’s outset. 

Frankly, we find the excuse, if you will, a little 
lame. 

As much as we might appreciate the concern 
for environmental protection, when winter 
storms as the predicted velocity of Friday’s 
blizzard turned out to be, it should be anticipated 
that the community’s snowfighting force should 
be prepared to meet the onslaught with as much 
force as necessary. 

Unless things have changed drastically, the 
public works department is properly informed of 
impending storms, their intensity, the possibility 
of mixed precipitation, etc., through a weather 
service. 

Even if Proposition 242, which is the cureall for 
all municipal ills ever since it was imposed, 
resulted in cancellation of the weather service, 
there was indeed sufficient media information 
concerning the potential of the storm well in 
advance. 

But, now, we find that an old practice of salting 
the streets at the outset to provide melting is no 
longer used as much as in previous years. Due to 
that, the wet snow was allowed to freeze 
underneath and make plowing operations 
virtually impossible. 

That, however, dosn’t explain why as late as 
Sunday, two days after the storm, Elm Street, a 
principal thoroughfare, resembled a World War 
II bombed-out artery, perilous to traverse. 

This even in bright sunny weather which 
certainly would have aided in snow removal, or 
mop-up operations. 

And, on Monday, many Andover streets 
remained in conditions which even the word poor 
condition would have been complimentary. 

We can appreciate that battling a storm of 
Friday’s intensity is a difficult task for our 
municipal crews and private contractors. Long, 
arduous hours are often required. 

But, Andover has a record of being among the 
best in the area as far as storm cleanup is 
concerned and it should remain in that category. 

It can be returned to that position through 
bypassing some apparently regrettable decisions 
made in this storm. 

It can be done by contracting for proper 
equipment, even if it costs more to get the heavy- 
duty plowing equipment out of the shopping malls 
and onto the streets. 

This, after all, is not just a matter of 
convenience and comfort for the motoring and 
walking public. It is, in reality, a matter of public 
safety. 

Next time, let’s resort to the old theory of get 
out there, belt it early and make our streets 
safely passable.

Legislative 
Review 


At the close of each legislative session, I ask 
myself questions in an effort to evaluate my 
work and the work of your state government. 
Did we accomplish anything last year to im- 
prove life for citizens in Massachusetts? Were 
present crises solved fairly and intelligently? 
Better yet, were future crises . 
avoided by visionary legis- 
lative action? Do citizens have 
more faith or less faith in their 
elected officials and the proc- 
ess of government? 

For citizens who feel that 
lower taxes mean better gov- 
ernment, it was a good year. 
There will be no 7% percent 
surtax to pay on your income 
tax this year. While the voters 
approved a two-year phase out of the surtax, the 
Legislature abolished it entirely this year. Small 
businesses organized under subchapter S will no 
longer be subject to double taxation due to fur- 
ther changes in the tax law. 

The Legislature tackled the very complex 
problem of medical malpractice insurance re- 
form in a crisis atmosphere with more heavy- 
duty lobbying than I have seen at the State 
House for a long time. Regulations to implement 
the medical malpractice law are still being writ- 
ten and the jury is out on the actual impact of 
the bill. However, the Legislature responded 
fairly. 

I claim a small personal victory because the 
governor signed a bill to regulate computerized 
telephone solicitations. For years I have spon- 
sored and worked on a bill to allow you to re- 
move your number, at no cost, from listings 
used by a growing number of companies who 
use sequential dialing machines to sell every- 
thing from condos to replacement windows. I 
call this the “‘junk telephone relief” bill and 
know it will improve the quality of life for those 
who are driven to distraction by Such calls. 

Likewise, a new law to improve the collection 
of child support will help thousands of Massa- 
chusetts children who live in poverty because it 
has been easier to avoid paying child support 
than avoid paying American Express. This will 
chan 


ge. 
Legislation which requires big-ticket funding 
is the most difficult to get to the floor and most 
likely to be put in the “we’ll-do-it-next-year 
pile.” A major plan and funding for new prison 
space was the only such bill to pass this year. 
The present overcrowding in our prisons is out- 
rageous by anyone’s standards and it has pre- 
vented the Legislature from considering other 
necessary reforms in our judicial system. 

Among the compelling problems we failed to 
address this session are three such big-ticket 
items: solid waste disposal, the unfunded pen- 
sion liability and housing. Many citizens remain 
blissfully unaware that we have run out of space 
for our garbage and out-of-state landfills are 
refusing Massachusetts’ trash. However, it’s

Following a proposal presentation by 
committeman David Birnbach, there 
was discussion of the importance of allot- 
ting monies for staff development. 

Birnbach presented the idea of an And- 
over Summer Institute for both teachers 
and students. 

The teachers involved in the program, 
which would be voluntary, would have 
the opportunity to work on curriculum 
development and refinement, obtain tea- 
cher training, take courses for teachers, 
and conduct self study as well as teach- 
ing the students enrolled in the institute. 


Just before closing the School Commit- 
tee meeting Tuesday night, chairman 
Michael Giammusso announced that he 
will not be seeking re-election. 

With only two other members of the 
committee present, David Birnbach and 
Richard Neal, Giammusso cited “‘per- 
sonal and professional reasons,” and 
commented that the “George Washing- 
ton farewell speech” would come later.

Hundreds Seek 
Jobs At Motel 


On Monday morning, hundreds of men and women 
crowded into the main ballroom of the new Andover Mar- 
riott Hotel on Old River Road. They came, not to dance, 
but to find a slot among the 250 job openings that must be
